It is a simple reflex 
action, and its absence in sleep indi- 
cates that the reflexes of the body are 
in abeyance, though not entirely off 
guard, for if you irritate or pinch the 
foot or hand of a sleeping person the 
foot or hand is withdrawn automatical- 
ly even though the person does not 
awaken. 

In sleep the eyeballs roll upward 
and outward. The pupils contract. 
Thus when sleep comes we draw the 
shades and close the shutters. Whether

The sleep induced by suggestion— 
hypnotic sleep—is unlike natural sleep 
in this important respect, for the in- 
dividual under hypnosis shows rather 
a pallor of the body and a contrac- 
tion of the surface blood vessels. In 
natural sleep the surface is rather 
flushed, pink, warm. 

Narcotie drugs induce rather an un- 
natural unconsciousness than true 
sleep. We will consider their effects 
in another talk.

Damper. 


New York, April 19.—Heavy selling |

With call 
money on the outside market dropping 
to 33-4 per cent oil shares recovered, 
leading the rest of the list. The fur- 
ther weekly increase in brokers’ loans, 
however, acted more or lIess as a 
damper. 

Secretary Mellon gave the brokers’ 
loan situation a clean bill of health 
only a couple of weeks ago, expressing 
the belief that there was nothing to 
worry about in that direction. The 
$29. 377,000 weekly increase just re- 
ported compares with the increase of
